TORONTO, March 19.— 
(CP)—Imperial Oil, Ltd., to- 
day announced that it plans to | 
dispose of its holdings in In- 
ternational Petroleum, Ltd., in 
order to provide funds to con- | 
tinue its oil-finding efforts in 
western Canada. 

International, at present a sub- 
sidiary of Imperial, both with head 
offices in Sarnia, Ont. operates 
mainly in South America, 

As planned, the step will result 
in International becoming a subsidi- 
ary of Standard Oil Company (New 
Jersey) which also owns approxi- 
mately 70 per cent. of Imperial’s 
outstanding stock, 

Imperial holds 8,728,390 shares, 
both common and preference, in 
International, amd at an offering 
price of $9.20 per share (United 
States funds) will realize, provid- 
ing the deal goes through, $80,301,- 
188. 

The step, announced by Imperial 
Oil President Henry H. Hewetson, 
is subject to action by Imperial 
shareholders at their annual meet- 
ing in April and various arrange- 
ments and legal requirements have 
yet to be completed which will re- 
quire some time, 

Preliminary arrangements be- 
tween Imperial and Standard in- 
clude provision for a crude oil 
supply contract to assure Imperial 
of a continuing source of crude 
oil for its eastern Canadian re- 
quirements over a period of years.

The suggestion made in the legislature 
that Alberta may soon start research work 
on arthritis and may set up a fund to pro- 
vide free treatment for arthritics is a pro- 
posal that all humane persons will enthusi- 


. astically support. 


This province has already had magnifi- 
cent success with its cancer and tubercu- 
losis clinics, Even a casual visit to the diag- 
nostic tumor clinic in Edmonton any Tues- 
day or Friday will show how this service 
has made curative measures available to 
thousands of people, mostly farnr people, 
who otherwise would have ignored or neg- 
lected their condition until it had fatal re- 


sults. 


Arthritis poses a problem quite as grave 
as those presented by cancer and tubercu- 
losis. There are probably 600,000 arthritics 
in Canada and more than 30,000 in Alberta, 

* Unlike cancer, arthritis is a disease of the 
young. It is the crippler of the young. 


The need for government assistance to 
arthritics is emphasized in the fact that be- 
cause there are literally scores of different 
types of the disease the average general 
practitioner has not the facilities for suc- 
cessful treatment. Treatment is expensive 
and specialized, requiring institutional care, 
Those in the low salary brackets, under 
present circumstances, have only the slight- 
est hope of relief. The cheapest kind of 
treatment costs at least $4 a day. 

Specialized accommodation for this dis- 
ease is found only in the 99-bed ward at 
Banff and the Sunnybrook Veterans’ Hos- 


pital in Toronto. 


Most Useful Memorial 


The memory of Sam J. Gorman, pio- 
neer Edmonton business man, could have 
jbeen honored and perpetuated in no finer 
and more effective way than in the steps 
taken by his estate to establish a petrol- 
eum engineering scholarship at the Uni- 


versity of Alberta. 


Funds for the scholarship, totalling 
$7,000, will come from royalties on oil pro- 
duced on a property belonging to the late 
Mr. Gorman. A sum of $200 will be award- 
ed annually to a student of petroleum engi- 
neering on the basis of need as well as 


scholarship.

Needs Military Support 


When General Wedemeyer said 
“You can’t stop force with 
money,” he told a harsh truth, 

The downfall of freedom in 
Czechoslovakia had no economic 
causes whatsoever, Czechoslovaks 
were not starv- 
ing. The country 
was, as Europe 
goes, exception- 
ally prosperous 
Spared almost 
entirely the de- 
vastations of 
war, inheriting 
an almost intact 
plant which 
actually had 
been expanded 
by the Germans, 
considerably self-sufficient in 
food, and having an eager mar- 
ket east and west for her in- 
dustrial products, Czechoslovakia 
had full employment, an optim- 
istic spirit, and a bright outlook

Her governmental system was the 
envy of Soviet satellites. Only 
a year ago the Polish premier, 
Joseph Cyrankiewicz, and the 
Communist chief of the Polish in- 
formation service Victor Gross, 
told me, “our post-war ideal is 
Czechoslovakia.” 

Czechoslovakia fell because she 
had entrusted the defense of the 
State to men subject to the con- 
trol of another state. She was 
therefore, entirely defenseless 
both internally and externally 
The richest and greatest power 
on earth—the United’ States 


would, were its government posts 
in similar hands, be equally de- 
fenseless. 


Democracy Needs 
Denfensive Power 

The lesson to be learned from 
Czechoslovakia, as we should 
have learned long ago from Ger- 
many and others, is that demoe- 
racy is a system which must be 
defended by power. It cannot pro- 
tect itself by its own mere func- 
tioning. Popular government— 
based on the right of all the peo- 
ple, regardless of class, to partici- 
pate through elected representa- 
tives, form parties, strike through 
them a balance of interests, and 
rule through political majorities 
while protecting the right of poli- 
tical minorities periodically to 
challenge the majority—cannot 
tolerate the entrance into govern- 
ment of totalitarian parties 
whether or not they are, at the 
same -time, partisans of another 
State 

In the modern world the state 
only can be overthrown by the 
instruments of the state itself 
Once enemies of the very concept 


of the state are in control of state 
instruments, the will of the peo- 
ple ceases utterly to function. The 
State alone has the power, the 
force, by which a resolution can 


be consummated 
crushed, and every courageous 
mouth silenced, Let those stupid 
people who asked why the Ger- 
mans did not “rebel” now ask 
themselves why the overwhelming

non-Communist majority of the 
Czech people do not rebel—and 
why they are rushing to join the 
Communist party 
People’s Freedom 
First Concern 

The force of the state must be 
| all times on the side of the 


people's freedom and be used 
ruthlessly against all totalitarian 
enemies; or, by using the politi- 
cal means of the democratic 
State, the totalitarians will enter 
it to turn its force against the 
people. 

Democracy is either a positive 
philosophy determined to defend 
itself at all costs, or it is not 
government at all, 

The Czech republic did not 
fall on February 23. It fell the 
day it made a coalition with the 
/Communists and turned over to 
them its defenses, from that mo- 
ment it existed only on suffer- 
ance of the Communist faction. 

By the agreements made be- 
tween the United States, Britain, 
and the Soviet Union, “liberated” 
European states were encour- 
aged and indeed compelled to 
take Communists into their gov- 
ernments, Thus “peace” between 
the great powers rested on the 
sacrifice of the internal and ex- 
ternal security of the small. But 


the sacrifice of their security now 
thresions the security of Britain 
and the US, 

The Marshall plan is an at- 


tempt—and only a partial attempt 
—to recover that security. It is 
essential that it be immediately 
passed, and with no strings at- 
tached to it in the form of mili- 
tary alliance, It amounts only 
to a lease on time during which 
a new Europe may perhaps be 
created. To let it down would 
bring immediate world catas- 
trophe But the concept of a 
“western union” requires much 
more brilliant diplomacy than 
has yet been accorded it. And it 
will not be created by dollars, 
but by will and by power,

Grierson Estate 
Carrier Service 

Editor, Bulletin—We wish to 
thank The Edmonton Bulletin for 
a very fair and comprehensive 
editorial regarding the refusal of 


postal service to the Grierson 


Estate, 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Turn- 
bull, deputy post master general, 
has not sufficient confidence in 
his department to accept the re- 
port, Mr. Gregory, post master 
for the city of Edmonton, sub- 
mitted in favor of postal service 
on the Grierson Estate. 

Mr, Turnbull's lack of knowl- 
edge of Edmonton is so apparent 
that it is painful to read h's 
efforts to infer that Grierson 
Estate is in some remote section 
of the hinderlands of the cily, 
when he very politely corrects 
The Edmonton Bulletin, that the 
Grierson Estate is situated not 
on 23 - 25 avenues, but from 123 - 
125 avenues, For Mr, Turnbull's 
information only, as everyone in 
this city knows, our main street 
and main avenue are numbered 
101, 

Where was Mr. Turnbull's fear 
of setting a precedent when he 
or his department in Ottawa, 
recommended in December, 1947, 
the installation of three postal 
walks in the area bounded by 
149 street on the east, 156 street 
on the west, 95 avenue on the 
south, 104 avenue on the north? 

This area has no more improve- 
ments ag regards roads or side- 
walks, than the Grierson Estate, 
in fact, on a percentage basis as 
to accessibility of the houses in 
the two areas, Grierson Estate 
is a much more favorable district 
in which to make deliveries, 
moreover, the Grierson Estate 
is situated inside the City, while 
the area mentioned before (West 
Jasper Place) is situated outside 
the city limits 

Mr. Turnbull “follows his in- 
consistency with reference to the 


fact that granting of service to 
unimproved areas retards de- 
velopment, He or his department 
granted postal service to West 
Jasper Place, This area has come 
into existence with the express 
view of escaping city taxes, while 
trying, wherever possible’ to 
make use of City service. 

Mr, Turnbull] has very nicely 
accommodated these people while 
turning thumbs down on a group 
of veterans who have elected to 
stay inside the city limits, and 
help pay for city service. 

These veterans are at the pres- 
ent time negotiating for the com- 
plete development of the Grierson 
Estate, this development to con- 
sist of, sidewalks, boulevards, 
curbing and the completion of 
the gravelling, which is at the 
present time 60 per cent complete. 

I'm quite sure that Mr. Turn- 
bull's granting or not granting of 
postal service to this area, will 
not seriously affect the decision 
of these veterans to have these 
improvements just as soon as 
materials become available. 

Many of Edmonton's leading 
citizens have been contacted in 
regard to the granting of the 
Postal Service in this area, 

Each has expressed surprise 
and indignation that this request 
has not been granted, To list a 
few of the many. 

Hon, J, A, McKinnon, Hon, P, 
Ashby, His Worship Mayor Ain- 
lay, the Canadian Legion, Mont- 
gomery Branch, Trades and 
Labor Council, the Federation of 
Community Leagues, and others. 

Each has made representation 
On behalf of the petition not only 
by mail but also personal visits 
to the postmaster general in 
Ottawa, but the answer is the 
same. If these people are willing 
to back this petition for postal 
service, surely the grounds for 
granting it must be justified. 

The only conclusion that mem- 
bers of the Grierson Estate can 
come to is that Mr, Turnbull has 
set himself up as a granter of 
postal service, and to appeal to 
his sense of reason and justice 
is a useless procedure,

Finnish experts in Washington

They say Stalin could deny the 
Finns the Russian wheat which 
they must have, But to that one 
Washingtom official said; “No 
doubt the western world will be 
Able to dig up whatever wheat 
the Finns need if it’s necessary.” 

Or the Red armies could in- 
vade Finland again, as they did 
in 1939, but that would be war, 
and there is general agreement 
that the Soviet Union does not 
want war now,

Modern Business 
Is Chief Enigma 


The great enigma of the day, 
as far as I am concerned, is the 
modern businessman, Or, at least, 
the modern businessman who is 
vocal in the interests of his Free 
Enterprise. I am one of the mil- 
lions of more or less innocent by- 
standers who are uneasily watch- 
ing the paper war between two 
extremes—the far left and the far 
right. Many things are clear to 
the spectator at this contest. The 
businessman is not one of them, 

Is the businessman stupid? 
Does the businessman look upon 
the public cynically as some old- 
time newspaper proprietors and 
politicians Jooked on it—as having 
the mass mind of a 12-year-old? 
Or has the businessman entrusted 
his interests te propagandists who 
misrepresent his intelligence? 

Let us look, for example, at 
page 17 of the February 23 issue 
of Newsweek magazine, a page 
purchased by Warner & Swasey, 
makers of machine tools, to clar- 
ify the position of businessmen, 

In this full-page advertisement 
we have nine words defined 
(under the heading “The New In- 
dustrial Dictionary”) in what is 
called “an attempt to correct mis- 
understanding by unbiased defi- 
nitions.” These new definitions 
are infantile to the point of in- 
sanity. 

What I want to know is this: 
Do the businessmen of America 
subscribe to the Warner & Swa- 
sey definition of the word “co- 
operation,” which concludes with 
this sentence, “Seems to be word 
known only to true Americans.”? 
Surely there must be business- 
men who realize that this is out- 
right hypocrisy in the interests of 
neither themselves nor the pub- 
lic. Yet this !s only a mild sample 
of the kind of public messages 
that are now originating from 
businessmen, 


Propaganda 
Here at Home 


In this so-called “industrial dic- 
tionary” the words Communism 
and Socialism are “defined” as 
follows: 

“Com'mu-nism — system where 
inevitable result is: denial of all 
rights, ambitions, success to the 
individual; enslavement. Appeals 
in this country to the man who 
is a failure—promises to drag 
down the successful so the failure 
will no longer need to envy him 
and so feel inferior.” 

“So'cial-ism—system where ing 
evitable result is destruction of 
initiative, rewards, ambition, 
hope. Synonyms: failure; defeat; 
poverty; hunger.” 

Now, mind you, I am only ask- 
ing. But does that facetious 
foolishness sound like the views 
of responsible, thinking men who 
are putting their case squarely 
and honestly before the public? 
Are we on the sidelines expected 
to weigh carefully the  pro- 
nouncements of business when it 
is reluctant to address us in any- 
thing but baby talk? 

Or—and this is the question 
that haunts me—are business-

men really unaware that their 
propaganda is presented in 
thought and language of mental 
arresiment? 

The Warner & Swasey adver. 
tisement is no isolated or purely 
American example. Right here 
at home we have had a series of 
anti-progressive newspaper ad- 
vertisements, prepared by lead- 
ing advertising agencies, that 
seem to have been written by un- 
educated {lliterates, 

As a reader who wants to study 
both sides of this “cold war” of 
ideologies I've looked in vain for 
a reasoned and factual presen 
tion by businessmen of their 
case, Instead, I have found only 
the trick slogans of the ad men 
and the labored “reasoning” of 
amateur debaters whose appeal, 
if any, can be only to the very 
lowest levels of intelligence. 

Indeed, it has seemed to me, 
that these advertising agencies 
are merely trying to reassure 
their clients, surely a singularly 
poor investment for men who 
know the value of a buck. 


Wisdom In 
The Pamphlets 


Probably the most outrageously 
puerile propaganda for Free En- 
terprise has come in the form of 
a series of pamphlets put out by 
the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Vancouver Board 
of Trade, One of these, “The 
Murdered Millionaire,” I’ve al- 
ready discussed, The others are 
equally childish, 

One of the pamphlets, “It’s a 


Boy,” describes the worker under e 


Free Enterprise: “He will be free 
to work where he likes . , . to 
live where he likes , . . to eat, 
sleep and vote as he likes.” Do 
our businessmen really believe 
that? And if not, why are they 
putting that before the public as 
a sincere opinion? 

Another pamphlet is called 
“Seven League Boots” and des- 
cribes the fortunate employe 
under Capitalism: “Each goes 
his way, according to his real 
desires, working where and when 
he will, on his own terms.” Any 
fool knows that this is an opium 
pipe dream, Then why should re- 
sponsible businessmen subscribe 
to the funds that distribute this 
kind of mumbo-jumbo? 

Still another pamphlet, called 
“Are You a Communist,” defines 
Communists as those who “en- 
courage government spending, 
especially for costly social ser- 
vices.” It just happened I read 
this on the day that J. Dy Vickers, 
retiring head of the Community 
Chest, voiced the need for in- 
creased government financial 
support for health and hospital 
agencies, Is Mr Vickers a Com- 
munist in the eyes of our busi- 
nessmei? 

There are more. You can have 
them for nothing, Just phone up 
the Board of Trade. They deliver. 

When you have read them you, 
too, will ask these questions, I 
wonder how many intelligent 
businessmen are asking them?

Police Probe Happenings 
At Home of Spinsters 


VENICE, Calif, March 19.— 
(AP)—Strange life of the occu- 
pants of a Venice seaside home 
drew the attention Thursday of 
detectives armed with shovels 

They dug in the soft sand sur- 
rounding the house where 
cringing, 27-year-old woman was 
found in a trunk Wednesday and 
where, officers charge, two chil- 
dren had been held in virtual cap- 
tivity, 

But police declined to discuss 
whether any definite information 
led to the search, or whether it 
was merely routine 

In jail were two spinsters, 
Marie Clavey, 60, and Josephine 


Vella, 58, who live in a three- 
room apartment with the three 
emanciated occupants, 27 can- 
aries, 10 guinea pigs and two 
dogs 

Police inquiry into their affairs 
began a week ago, when John 
Joseph Wayne, 11, was found 


shivering in girl’s clothing,  sit- 
ting on a curbstone. He led them 
to the house where he said he had 
been kept prisoner for years 

Wednesday, armed with war- 
rants, two juvenile officers went 
to the house to arrest the women. 
They are charged with inhuman 
treatment to a juvenile and false 
imprisonment 

Police quoted Miss Clavey as 
saying: 

“If you're going to arrest me, 
somebody's going to have to take 
care of my birds, my dogs, the 
guinea pigs—and Edna.” 

“Who is Edna ” police asked 

“She's in that trunk,” was the 
reply. 

Opening it, they found a woman 
identified as Edna Bessie Dins- 
more. A police psychiatrist de- 
scribed her as “underdeveloped 
and with the mentality of an un- 
schooled seven-year-old.” She 
weighed 85 pounds and had been 
sleeping on a _ shelf-like bunk. 


Police quoted Miss Clavey as say- 
ing she had been left at their 
nursing home when she was two 
weeks old 

The Wayne boy, who weighed 
only 48 pounds but was described 
as intelligent, also was left by his 
mother when he was two weeks 
old, the women said. 

“We sent John Joseph to school 
when he was six,” Miss Clavey 
told officers, “but he was too un- 
ruly and we had to take him out 


after three months.” 
The women's statements led 
police last night to a home in 


Santa Monica where they found 
nine-year-old Mary Riechel. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Riechel said the child 
had been left with her by an un- 
identified mother, that she had 
named it and seven years ago 
had placed it with the two spin- 


sters. The girl was returned to 
Mrs. Riechel two days ago, she 
said. Police said she too showed 


evidences of malnutrition.

Montgomery Looks Back 
On Eighth Army Days 


By RONALD PRESTON 

LONDON, March 19.—(Reut- 
ers)—Field Marshal Lord Mont- 
gomery, in his new book “El 
Alamein to The River Sangro,” 
contrasts the relatively lavish ad- 
ministrative arrangements of the 
later campaigns of the war with 
the “austerity” conditions pre- 
vailing during the Eighth Army’s 
pursuit of Axis forces in North 
Africa in 1942-43. 

Of the future, he declares: “If 
the British Army has to fight 
another war, I feel sure that at 
the outset it will have to operate 
under an austere regime of ad- 
ministrations and not under the 
reltively comfortable conditions 
which obtained during the latter 
phase of the war.” 

Based on his personal wartime 
diaries, the book deals with the 
Eighth Army's campaigns from 
the time Lerd+ Montgomery took 
over command in the dark days 
of August, 1942, shortly after the 
fall of Tobruk, until the end of 
1943, when he left it in Southern
